With a Federal Parliament and nine Provincial Legislatures all 
passing laws every twelve months, and in many instances all dealing with 
the same subject, the need for uniformity where it is at all possible is quite 
manifest if confuston is to be avoided and people enabled to have a clear 


—temdegstanding of the law. It is, therefore, gratifying to know that suc- 


cess is attending tNe efforts of those who are striving to bring about uni- 
form insurance laws, uniform laws governing companies, a uniform divorce 
law, and so on, ‘The various movements to estab'ish throughout Canada 
uniform qualifications for doctors, lawyers, dentists, school teachers, etc., 
so that persons qualified in any of these professions in one Province wil! be 


eligible to foNow them in another Province, are sane, sersible and economi- 
cally and nationally wise. 


There arc, however, some demands for uniformity which should receive 
careful scrutiny and serious consideration before they are complied with. 
Take, for example, In the first 
place it is a waste of time because it is impractical. ~People will not re- 
linquish their mother tongue, and while it is right and proper that th an 
English-speaking country every child should be obliged to learn English, 


the agitation for a common language. 


and the teaching of English in every school should be insisted upon, it is 
the height of folly to expect all people to abandon the use of their native 
tongue. And to endeavor to provide a universal language for the world, 
whether it be English, or French, or Latin, or Fsperanto, is futilé. But 
even if it cou'd be accomplished, would not the human race be the loser 
: through such uniformity and the elimination of all the beauties of expres- 


sion of which every language has its share? Even admitting the practical 
advantages of a univeggal language, would not the losses resulting there- 


from more than offset the practical advantages gained? 


Then there are those who would have the metric or

measures and coinage adopted all over the world. Others 
would reform the calendar and provide for a year of thirteen months, each 
contdining exactly four weeks, so that any given date would always fall 
on the same day of the weck; that is, if the Ist, 8th, 15th and 22nd of Janu- 
ary were Sunday, so, would the same dates in all the other months 
fall on Sunday, and what would be true of Sunday would be likewise true 
of every other day in the week.

To Increase Membership

| Our National Thanksgi ving 


By proclamation of the Governor-General. in Council, Monday, Octo- 
ber 18, has been declared to be a day of national thanksgiving in Canada, 
and all classes of the Canadian people are asked to observe it, as such. 

There are many good and substantial reasons why the people of this 
Dominion should observe Thankégiving Day this year, not merely as a 
holiday, but in a deep and reverent spirit of thanksgiving. 

A kindly Providence has blessed the labors of our husbandmen with 
a bountiful harvest, not, perhaps, one of those bumper crops which come 
once in a while, but a better crop than‘has been reaped in the West for 
Unlike the past two or three years, there are no exten- 
sive areas of the Prairie Provinces which have suffered a crop failure this 
year. While costs of production have remained high, world conditions are 
such as to guarantee a good price for Western Canada’s grain crop. 

Coupled with a satisfactory return from our fields, business conditions 
throughout Canada have continued uniformly good during the year. Our 
factorics have been busy, there has been a marked revival in building oper- 
ations: work has been plentiful and wages high. In fact the only check 
to development in Canada this year has been occasioned by inability to 
secure supplics and materials in sufficient quantities to meet all demands. 

Compared with other countries, Canada has been remarkably free from 
industrial turmoil and strife this year. Labor. troubles, culminating in 
strikes, have been few in number, and those which have taken place have 
been settled generally in an amicable way, and there hag not been those 
great upheavels which last year caused enormous loss and suffering and at 
one time seemed to threaten the continuance of responsible constitutional 
government in this® country. Both Labor and Capital have met their re- 
sponsibilities to each other, and to the country at large, in a manner 
worthy of praise and deserving of the commendation of all people. Both 
have benefitted and Canada has prospered. Canadians have good reason 
to be thankful over such a situation. 7 

During 1920, too, Canada has been remarkably free from serious epi- 
demics of disease and no great disasters have occurred, bringing loss, and 
sorrow and death to whole communities, This is indeed a cause for thank- 
fulness. 

The unrest which pervaded all ranks of society following the close of 
the war still affects our people, but it is more.and more finding its mani- 
festation in desires, plans and movements designed to bring about better 
conditions of living, of health, a higher standard of education and a more 
genera] provision that all people shall enjoy some of the best things in 
life. here is in evidence an impatience with conditions which made for 
evil and suffering in the past and a very widespread determination for a 
better standard of jliving for all. Such a feeling is a cause for national 
thanksgiving because it must imevitably result in finer national ideals and 
important reforms. — 

Canada bore itself nobly in the war. It was atime for sacrifice and 
service and the Canadian pcople did their full dutyp and have reason .to 
be proud of the part their Dominion took in that great crusade for human 
liberty. Equally, have our people a right to congratulate themselves upon 
the comparative ease and success with which the Dominion has reverted 
to a peace basis and has re-absorbed jts soldiers and war workers into 
civilian lifé without any serious trouble, 
cere thanksgiving. ; 

But if 'a contemplation of conditions at home is not a, sufficient cause 
for thanksgiving, it is only necessary that Canadians should consider for a 
moment present conditions existing in a large part of Europe and Asia, 
where a st&te of war still prevails, where disease and famine stalk through 
the land, where countless thousands of people are suffering and dying 
through lack of the bare necessities of life, and where orphan children in 
their tens of thousands are merely existing without hardly a ray of hope 
for the future. Viewing conditions in Canada today in the light of con- 
ditions in so many European countries, Canadians may well rejoice that 
their lot has been cast in this Dominion. They may well rejoice and 
thank God that Canada is their home. And their thanksgiving may well 
take a practical turn in the form of helping, to the extent that they are 
able, to alleviate the suffesing of others.
